“This campaign dramatized 
the need for charter moderniza- 
tion, and therefore it has not 
been in vain. 

“In fact, I am confident that 
the cause for improving our 
charter will not be lost, and I, 
am pleased that public state- 
ments have already been made 
in this direction. 

“Since there now appears to 
be agréement among both the 
new charter supporters and the 
opponents that modernization 
is needed, the question now is 
one of methods. 

“I have supported the method 
by which an entirely new char- 
ter is proposed. This has been 
defeated, so our community 
must now’ consider the other 
method—amendment. 

“What were the objectives of 
the new charter efforts? They 
included governmental reorgan- 
ization in several administrative 
departments, realignment of 
services to provide greater ef- 
ficiency, better budget control 
end many other improvements. 
The full benefits of these can- 
not be secured unless the prob- 
lem is considered as a whole, 
with the Board of Freeholders’ 
study serving as a guide. 

“If these objectives can be 
attained through a carefully 
conceived plan for charter 
amendment, I, as Mayor, will 
wholeheartedly support such an 
approach. 

“At this critical time, I do 
not believe any public official 
should be concerned over who 
shall get credit. for charter 
modernization. Our paramount 
goal must be to improve our 
government so that it will bet- 
ter serve our people. ° 

“Since costs of government 
and taxes became a key issue’ 
in the charter election I feel 
it is necessary for me to em- 
phasize at this time that there 
is every indication that costs 
will continue to rise under the 
old charter.

Two Engines Out on 
Air Force C-97 Fly- 
ing From San Fran- 
cisco. 


HONOLULU, Aug. 8 (AP)—A 
C-97 military transport plane 
with 67 persons aboard and its 
two left engines dead struggled 
desperately today to reach 
emergency haven on the island 
| of Hawaii on a# flight from Cali- 
fornia. ; 

The pilot, Maj. Samuel Ty- 
son, estimated he could make it 
about 11 a.m. Hawaiian time (4 
p.m. St. Louis time) with bare- 
ly a drop of fuel left. 

His last report (at 1:35 p.m. 
St. Louis time) estimated he 
was from Hilo, Hawaii, and had 
enough gasoline left for four 
hours and 45 minutes. 

(The Air Force reported at 
2:30 St. Louis time that the 
plane was less than 300 miles 


said.) 

He said he was flying “on 
the deck,” barely 100 feet above 
the ocean. 

Air Force and Coast Guard 
rescue planes flew out to meet 
the crippled craft, and the Navy 
sent the carriers Bon Homme 
Richard and Thetis Bay and the 
escort destroyer Taylor. 

At Travis Air Force Base, the 
plane’s point of departure 
northeast of San Francisco, the 
Air Force said the passengers 
were military personnel and 
eight dependents. 

An Air Force spokesman in 
Honolulu said, “It looks favor- 
able” for the plane to get to 
Hilo. Its destination was Hick- 


am Air Force Base, Honolulu, 
but when the two engines 
failed, it shifted to Hilo, which 
is nearer.

Vogel to Have Decisive 
Voice — Friends of 
Agency Fear Control 
by Budget Bureau.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8—The 
situation arising from the death 
of Dr. Raymond R. Paty, only 
remaining Democratic appointee 
on the Tennessee Valley Au- 
thority board of directors, is 


viewed with deep concern by 
friends of the agency. 

It means that Brig. Gen. Her- 
bert D. Vogel, TVA chairman 
who has been sharply criticized 
by TVA advocates, will gain a 
decisive voice in the conduct 
of the agency’s affairs. Tem- 
porarily, he will be in command. 

Dr. Paty, who’ was 60 years 
old, suffered a heart attack 
at his.home in Knoxville, Tenn., 
and died last night. 

“What this really means,” 


said one TVA supporter, “is that 


| the TVA will be turned over to 
from Hilo, the United Press | 


the Bureau of the Budget for 
management.” 

The explanation for this state- 
ment is that Vogel, formerly an 
officer in the Army Corps of 
Engineers, is reported to rely to 
a great extent on the Budget 
Bureau for advice.

Hearings have not been sched- 
uled by the Senate Public 
Works committee on the nom- 
ination of Jones, who was pro- 
posed by President Eisenhower 
last June 28. 

Congressmen and others in 
Washington who are supporters 
of TVA were reluctant to be 
quoted on the possible conse- 
quences of Dr. Paty’s death out 
of deference to Dr. Paty, a 
former president of the Univer- 
sity of Alabama, whose death 
was unexpected. He seemed to 
be in good health yesterday.

Hydrogen Rocket At- 
tack Possible, He 


Says—Charges West 
Would Use Germans 
as Cannon Fodder. 


BERLIN, Aug. 8 (AP) — Rus- 
sian Communist party chief 
Nikita Khrushchev today warned 
that any outbreak of war over 


Germany would bring the Unit- 
ed States under the threat of 
attack from hydrogen rockets. 

Khrushchev told a special 
session of the East German Par- 
liament the Western powers are 

to turn West Germany 
into a war base and are creating 
“an extremely serious situa- 
tion.” 

“They want to use the Ger- 
man people as cannon fodder 
in their plans to conquer the 
world,” the Red leader declared. 

The speech parroted numer- 
ous other blasts from Khrush- 
chev, Soviet spokesmen, and So- 
viet propaganda’ organs. Pre- 
sumably this time it was in- 
tended to scare West German 
voters who on Sept. 15 elect a 
new Parliament and decide 
whether to retain the govern- 
ment of stanchly pro-Western, 
anti-Communist Chancellor Ade- 
nauer. 

Before Khrushchev’ spoke, 
East German Premier Grote- 
wohl restated his regime’s in- 
dorsement of the long-standing 
Soviet proposal for. the with- 
drawal of Russian and Western 
troops from German soil. 

Warning on Devastation. 

Warning that modern warfare 
could lead to the devastation of 
densely populated areas, 
Khrushchev declared: 

“This (destructive power) 
should be kept in mind by 
statesmen of England, France 
and other countries whose areas 
would be in range of atomic 
and hydrogen weapons in case 
military operations start. 

“Statesmen of the United 
States should also think about 


it because in our time, where | 


rocket developments are rapid, 
distances cannot save any coun- 


try from the effects of atomic 


and hydrogen weapons.” 

The Russian added that “all 
these people must think about 
this who refuse to follow a 
peaceful policy and refuse to 
join in a disarmament agree- 
ment.” 

Khrushchev fired his broad- 
side on the second day of his 
week’s visit with a high-level 
Kremlin delegation to the res- 
tive satellite. 

Hammering away at what he 
called the aggressive plans of 
the “imperialist Western pow- 
ers” in West Germany, Khrush- 
chev said: 

“The policy of militarization 
followed presently by the rul- 
ing quarters of West Germany 
and by the Western powers puts 
the peoples of Europe and the 
German people in the first 
place in an extremely danger- 
ous situation.” 

Would Be Obedient Tool. 

The Russian charged the 
Western powers want “to have 
a reunified Germany which 
would be an obedient tool of 
their aggressive plans.” 

Khrushchev also lambasted 
Adenauer but insisted that Rus- 
sia “has not and will not mix 
in the Sept. 15 elections in the 
federal republic.” 

Khrushchev claimed when he 
visited Britain in April 1956 
that the Soviet Union would 
soon have intercontinental hy- 
drogen-bomb guided missiles 
“which can hit every point in 
the world.” 

At the time, Allen Dulles, di- 
rector of the United States Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency, de- 
scribed Khrushchev’s claim as 
“ea little on the high side.” 

Khrushchev today hailed the 
results of his meeting with 
Yugoslavia’s President Josip 
(Tito) Broz last week. 

“We have noted with satis- 
faction that the meeting be- 
tween Russian and Yugoslav 
party and government delega- 
tions a few days ago has been 
another contribution to unity 
among the socialist countries,” 
he said.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 — 
Senate investigators were re- 
buffed again today in their 
efforts to compel associates of 
John (Johnny Dio) DioGuardi 
to testify about how Dio, over- 
lord of racket unions in New 
York, allegedly shifted them 
into positions of power in 
newly-created locals of the 
Teamsters Union. 

The witnesses invoked the 
Fifth Amendment dozens of 
times in refusing to give the 
Senators any information about 
themselves or their activities ex- 
cept their names and addresses.

FEDERAL DISCOUNT RATE UP 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP) 
—The Federal Reserve Board 
today raised its discount rates 
at four federal reserve banks 
from 3 to 342 per cent. 

The discount rate is the 
charge made when member 
banks borrow from the Fed- 
eral Reserve. The theory is 
that a higher rate will discour- 
age banks from such borrow- 
ing, which in turn will tend to 
hold down the amount of money 
they have for normal commer- 
cial lending. 

The new 314 per cent rate is 
effective tomorrow for the fed- 


phia, Chicago, Minneapolis and 
Kansas City. ~ 

There was no indication when 
the discount rate would be 
raised in the eight other fed- 
eral reserve banks.

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Short Waves for Old Glory--- 
Just Ups and Downs on Capitol 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (AP) 
—Old glory is having its ups 
and downs atop the Capitol 
these days to pacify congres- 
sional constituents. 

It is a rare day indeed when 
a tourist can see by the dawn’s 
early light the banner he so 
proudly hailed at the twilight’s 
last gleaming. What the vis- 
itor is more likely to see on 
the main Capitol flagstaff is 
the Stars and Stripes forever— 
changing. 

It has to be that way if 3000 
or 4000 flags annually that 
“flew over the Capitol" are to 
be provided to schools, patri- 
otic groups and other organ- 
izations which ask for the em- 
blems through their Congress- 
men. 

To meet the growing demand, 
Capitol police in charge of 
hoisting the colors each morn- 
ing frequently take a large 
supply of flags to the dome. 
They run them up one at a 


} who buy them 


time, let them flap long enough | and 


lower them. Then the flag that 
is to fly throughout the day is 
raised and roped into position. 

The procedure permits the 
architect of the Capitol to cer- 
tify truthfully that the flags 
actually flew over the Capitol. 
What the formal certification 
does not say is how long the 
flag waved. 

The flags themselves are fur- 
nished by the Congressmen, 
at wholesale 
prices through the Senate and 
House stationery rooms. The 
wholesale cost (50 per cent off. 
the list price) is $3.50 for a 
flag measuring 3 by 5 feet, and 
$6.50 for a 5-by-8 king-size job.

ing.”

Where Economy Is a Risk 


The advent of a widéspread military technol- 
ogy, which has been growing by leaps and 
bounds since the end of World War II, appar- 
ently has not made clear to the proper persons 
the absolute necessity for a continued and ade- 
quate research and development program in 
the armed services. 


Yet it was President Eisenhower himself who ' 


said in his budget. message only last January: 
“A steady military research and development 
effort must be maintained over the years to 
assure a constant flow of new and more effec- 
tive weapons for the future.” That certainly 
was a mild enough statement in this period of 
overlap between a conventional warfare estab- 
lishment and a burgeoning new type of strategic 
planning in which nuclear and robot weapons 
are in the ascendancy. 

That is why it is difficult to understand Sec- 
retary of Defense Wilson’s reported decision to 
make a 10 per cent cut of all research and de- 
velopment projects as an economy measure. 
This blow to our national defense will be even 
worse than it sounds since the actual projects 
will have to take considerably more than a 10 
per cent cut. That is because roughly a third 
of the funds are needed for overhead. When 
a 10 per cent cut is applied to the balance, the 
effect is concentrated on end projects. 

It is eyen more difficult to understand this 
cut in the light of Mr. Wilson’s earlier experi- 
ence in office. He was first convinced that 
much research was simply boondoggling. The 
Comptroller’s office supplied him with certain 
“horrible examples.” Then Mr. Wilson’s own 
team of civilians whom he put in to stop the 
alleged wastage came to him later and said in- 
vestigation showed almost all the projects were 
worthy ones. He promptly accepted their ver- 
dict, and restored funds he had withdrawn. 

Trevor Gardner, who resigned last year as 
Assistant Secretary of the Air Force for Re- 
search, did so because he felt the United States 
was lagging in defense efforts, particularly in 
its research and development. Dr. Clifford C. 
Furnas, who resigned last February as Assist- 
ant Secretary of Defense for Research, said 
that the only way to have the best weapons was 
by “emphasis on military research and develop- 
ment programs.” The crash programs that be- 
came necessary during the Korean War resulted 
from insufficient research and almost always 
showed over-complexity, over-expensive compo- 
nents and very costly production methods. 

So if research funds are to be cut just when 
scientific and technological advances are com- 
ing rapidly in all quarters, what will be the 
effect several years from now? Based on 
experience, it may be that progress in perfect- 
ing our weapons systems will grind to a halt 
because economy cuts were made in the wrong 
place. 

If the Senate confirms Neil H. McElroy as 
the new Secretary of Defense, he should make 
it a first order of business to review Mr. Wil- 
son's decision in this matter. Mr, McElroy says 

‘the chief defense problem is budgetary. But 
‘whatever excuse may be given for reductions in 
some areas, cuts in research are in an entirely 
different category. 

Research today may determine the upper lim- 
its of our military power tomorrow. Unless and 
until effective disarmament agreements have 
been reached,. research cannot be neglected 
without rinning grave risks to the national se- 
curity. 7 
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Chumming and Otherwise 

The fishing habits of Presidents seem always 
to have been a matter of public interest, though 
they have not, until now, involved the issue of 
“chumming.” Senator Neuberger of Oregon, 
and the Rhode Island League of Salt Water 
Anglers, are upset by chumming. This involves 
the baiting of Narragansett Bay with bits of 
chopped fish to attract other fish for President 
Eisenhower's Newport vacation. The R.I.L. of 
S.W.A, says chumming is unsporting. 

Thirty years ago Calvin Coolidge set some 
kind of precedent in the way of sporty angling. 
He wore white gloves. Mr. Coolidge also was 
highly possessive about his fish. When he saw 
another citizen catching trout in front of his 
vacation resort, he said, “Those are my fish,” 
and stopped the process. 

Herbert Hoover was an earnest fisherman 
also, and never even changed facial expression 
when he once caught a sailfish almost eight feet 
long. Franklin D. Roosevelt was, of course, the 
most devoted salt-water fisherman of all recent 
Presidents, and was found more often under his 
famous canvas hat than under a presidential 
topper. Harry Truman, by contrast, had little 
time for fishing, and when he did do a little of 
it, off Key West, he was outfished by “the Boss,” 
Mrs. Tryman. 

As for President Eisenhower, he has modestly 
described himself as a “persistent if not skillful” 
fisherman. The “chumming” was-not his idea, 


and as to that, we can only say that it is one - 


thing’ to bait fish, and another thing to catch 
them. From here on it is up to Mr. Eisenhower. 
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Who’s Running REA? 

The report that Secretary of Agriculture Ben- 
son has given one of his aides, Wesley D’Ewart, 
veto power over REA loans in excess of $500,000, 
is disquieting. In the first place, the authority, 
to pass upon loans is supposed to reside in the 
REA Administratorsby act of Congress. In the 
second*place, even if the REA Administrator’s 
proper powers were to be transferred elsewhere, 
Wesley D’Ewart should be one of the last men 
in Washington to take them over. 

Mr. D’Ewart has a long record of favoring pri- 
vate exploitation of public resources, from his 
days as a Representative from Montana. So ob- 
jectionable was this record that the Senate In- 
terior Committee refused to act on his nomina- 
tion by President Eisenhower last year to be 
assistant secretary of the interior. Eventually 
his nomination had to be withdrawn, and he 
was appointed to a post which required no con- 
firmation. He now serves as assistant to the 
director of agricultural credit services in the 
Agriculture Department, the parent agency of 
REA. 

The one person who should be most con- 
cerned with the reported veto power, disclosed 
by Senator Humphrey of Minnesota, is REA Ad- 


ministrator David A. Hamil. From what Mr. | 


Hamil has said so far about his job we would 
judge he is indisposed to being a figurehead. | 

A very good occasion for him to find out who 
is running REA should offer within the next few 
weeks. A group of rural electric co-operatives 
is applying for a $42,000,000 loan to build a 
generating plant and transmission lines in 
Southwest Indiana. The Eisenhower Administra- 
tion took the unprecedented step of calling Mr. 
Hamil to the White House about this loan appli- 
cation, and the pressure on him to turn it down 
must be very great.

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Uproar Along the Inner Belt 
The County Council, bowing to a storm of 
protests against a recommended relocation of 


the Inner Belt Expressway, has rejected the 


proposed new route and submitted the problem 
for study by the Board of Public Works and 
the citizens’ bond issue committee. Citizens 
whose homes would be sacrificed reminded the 


Council that the proposed route was not the a: 


one approved in the 1955 bond issue election. 

There is no doubt about that. The bond issue 
“fact sheet” reported of the Inner Belt: “Only 
about two miles of the 18 on the Inner, Belt 
route would be through residential sections, To 
keep property damage to a minimum, the St. 
Louis County Planning Commission has laid 
out the Inner Belt route over abandoned rail- 
road rights-of-way and existing streets wherever 
possible.” There followed a detailed, step-by- 
step description of the route. P 

After the bond issue was approved, the Coun- 
cil hired a reputable engineering firm at a cost 
in excess of $100,000 to make a comprehensive 
engineering study of the bond e Inner Belt 
plan plus various alternate locations. 

The engineers now have completed their sur- 
vey and recommend a new Inner Belt which 
they report offers the county the greatest bene- 
fit per dollar invested. In addition to the bond 
issue route, some six other proposed locations 
were examined by the engineers. 

All this preliminary work should have been 
completed well before the Inner Belt proposal 
went before the voters in the first place. The 
fact that it wasn’t is merely another incident in 
a long series that has shown up the ineptness 
of the county government. The county made a 
mistake and the Council found itself in an im- 
possible position. Nevertheless the main prob- 
lem remains that of building the highway on 
the best route, where it will serve the whole 
county best. 

Is the proposed relocation the best route? 
Those concerned can seek advice on this point 
from the county’s own Highway Engineer, from 
the bond issue consulting engineer and from out- 
side sources. If this route is substantially better 
than any other, then the Council might con- 
sider going to the people once more. The bond 
issue provided only $16,100,000 for the Inner 


. Belt, whereas the actual cost will run in the 


neighborhood of $31,000,000. The people could 
be shown the route recommended by the engi- 
neers and asked to provide the necessary addi- 
tional funds. That way the county might get a 
good Inner Belt quick; otherwise the prospect 
is no route at all.

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Great Idea of a Great Dreamer 

If vision is the most important attribute of a 
statesman, Count Coudenhove-Kalgeri should be 
in a chancellery. For years he has advocated a 
united Europe, a dream which is on the verge 
of realization. And now he proposes that Tuni- 
sia and Morocco—and eventually Algeria—be 
invited to become full-scale members of the new 
European Common Market, its parliament, and 
all other inter-European organizations. 


With France making secret and unofficial 
overtures to the Algerian rebels and with Tuni- 
sia proclaiming itself a modern republic, here 
is a device which might heal the rift begween 
Europeans and North Africans, and with ines- 
timable benefit to beth. Because of the poten- 
tial wealth of the Sahara, France insisted that 
her North African “empire” be included in the 
Common Market area, but on a. basis which 
smacks of colonialism. Coudenhove-Kalgeri’s 
proposal would accomplish the same end but 
with equal respect for all involved. 

The North Africans need European aid and 
guidance in the profitable development of their 
homelands, Progressive politicians such as those 
of Tunisia realize this; but French pglicy in Al- 
geria has been forcing them toward a break 
with Paris. France—and for that matter, all 
Europe—has much to gain from the develop- 
ment of African natural resources and the culti- 
vation of a profitable African market based ‘on 
those resources. ‘ 

Instead of colonial notions of exploitation, 
the situation calls for full co-operation on a 
basis of equality. Many a Frenchman knows 
this, no matter how stubborn his government. 
And that is one reason why the Coudenhove- 
Kalgeri idea may prove to be more than an 
idealistic essay in Utopianism. Its realization 
should be less difficult than the creation of an 
integrated Europe. High statesmanship and 
hard circumstances: alike are working great 
transformations in the Old World, And the 
Coudenhove-Kalgeri proposal offers hope in 
place of the despair represented by the French 
version of “pacification.” °

Senate approval of the jury-trial 
amendment can prove a boon rather 
than a barrier to the protection of vot- 
ing rights if it is accepted in the proper 
spirit. The amendment amounts to a 
very substantial concession to the sen- 
sibilities of the South. There is no ex- 
cuse now for any further delaying tac- 
tics in adoption of the civil rights bill. 

Obviously the bill as it now stands 
is not all that many civil rights cham- 
pions wanted, and it is a good bit more 
than some Southerners wanted. Yet it 
still contains provisions for the creation 
of a civil rights commission with sub- 
pena powers and for the appointment 
of an Assistant Attorney General for 
civil rights. 


What has emerged is a compromise 
in the best tradition of dignified Sen- 
ate deliberation. A filibuster has been 
avoided, in the initial instance at least, 
by acceptance of a reasonable measure 
which all but the most die-hard South- 
ern Senators should feel a moral obli- 
gation to uphold in practice.

The jury-trial amendment to the civil 
rights bill may not provide as easy an 
escape hatch as some Southerners 
think.

As described by its sponsors in the 
Senate, the amendment might work out 
as follows: a federal judge orders an 
election official to cease committing 
some illegal act which deprives a citi- 
zen of the right to vote. Under the 
civil rights bill, this would be a civil 
proceeding.

THE WINTER WAR, by Vaino Tanner. 
(Stanford University Press, 267 pgs., $5.) 
This is Vaino Tanner’s story of one 

of those forgotten “little wars” which 

ominously preceded World War Il. As 
former Foreign Minister of Finland, 

Mr. Tanner is able to take the reader 

behind the scenes of negotiations and 

quibbles between Russia and his country. 


His reporting is factual and the book 
contains many quotations from notes Mr. 
Tanner had taken 
during actual meet- 
ings. The working 
of the Finnish cabi- 
net, often in a state 
of mutual dishar- 
mony, is interest- 
ing and enlighten- 
ing of what can 
happen when unity 
is lacking at a 
time when it is 
most necessary. 

Mr. Tanner’s book 
does not deal much 
with the actual and 
unprovoked attack 
by Russia against 
Finland in Novem- 
ber 1939. The book is a chronicle of 
events leading up to this attack and 
the fruitless concessions made by Fin- 
land in order to avert such a pos- 
sibility.

Be 
that as it may, today it is the 
symbol of the good life for 
there are few fruits that add 
more to the joys of summer 
meals. There is no doubt that 
Americans always have prized 
the peach highly; so successful 
was it in winning the hearts and 
appetites of early settlers that 
it was planted wherever a new 
settlement was made. 


There are so many delicious 
ways to serve peaches that it 
seems presumptious to single 
out a few for praise. But since 
it is impossible to have too many 
peach recipes, here are some to 
add to your collection. 


If your family is like most, 
they rate no dessert higher 
than a melt-in-your-mouth pas- 
try. Tarts, those cunning little 
individual pies, are fun to make 
and serve.

Blackhawks * 
Lost Million, 
Norris Says 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (UP) 
—James D. Norris, owner of 
the Chicago Blackhawks hockey 
team, today denied his partial 
ownership. of the New York 
Rangers was a conflict of 
interests. 

Norris, who shares a partner- 
ship controlling Madison Square 
Garden in New York and the 
Rangers, said none of his opera- 
tions was “secretive” and that 
without his ownership of the 
Chicago Stadium and the Black- 
hawks the stadium would soon 
become a garage or warehouse. 

He made the statement to a 
House Judiciary subcommittee 
which is investigating anti-trust 
features of organized profes- 
sional sports. 

Today’s session completed the 
six-week investigation.

(Dem.), New York, said Norris’ 
double interest “opens up sus- 
picions” of possible wrong- 
doing.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 8 (INS). 

OU can beat the high cost 
Y of living to a considerable 

degree if you plan and take 
advantage of available opportu- 
nities. Practically all the Gov- 
ernment’s experts on living 
costs agree that you can. 

The experts say that with 
planning and careful buying 
you can make your own cost of 
living stand still, or perhaps 
even decline a bit with a little 
extra effort, even in the face 
of a moderate rise in the na- 
tional cost-of-living index. 

The Labor Department’s in- 
dex has risen steadily in the 
past year. In May, for instance, 
the average stood at 119.6 per 
cent of the 1947-49 average. 
This means that for every $10 
it cost you to live 10 years ago, 
it now costs you $11.96. The 
increase since May, 1956, has 
been about 3.6 per cent, or 
close to four cents per dollar. 

Commissioner of Labor Sta- 
tistics Ewan Clague points out, 
nevertheless, that the “assidu- 
ous shopper” can always beat 
his national average figure. 
“Our index does not reflect the 
buying habits of either the best 
shopper or the worst,” he ex- 
plains. “It is a cross-section of 
the buying of the average fam- 
ily whose income is from sal- 
aries or wages.” 

But how can you beat the 
average? Mrs. Ethel D. Hoover, 
one of Clague’s assistants, says: 
“You need time to plan, to read, 
to shop and frequently to pre- 


re. 

She advises you to keep a 
hawk eye out for newspaper 
ads and to be on hand when an 
attractive sale offers something 
needed. She points out that a 
lot of ideas may be picked up 
by careful reading of your 
daily paper. 

In order to attack the prob- 
lem in an orderly way, Govern- 
ment experts suggest that you 
prepare a spending plan. They 
say you are likely to achieve 
better success with such a plan 
if you look upon it as a way of 
cutting out wasteful spending 
and of providing more money 
to achieve agreed-upon goals, 
than if you simply treat it as 
a means of increasing savings. 

x* * * 


HE Agriculture Department 

has prepared suggestions 

about spending plans. Here 
are some of them: 

First, you need to make a 
firm family decision that a 
spending plan is desirable. In- 
different members may be won 
over by a demonstration that 
the plan will be an advantage 
even when it concerns only a 
part of the family budget. 

The next step will be to de- 
cide upon goals—whether it is 
preparation for junior’s future 
education, provision for old age 
or simply plans for having 
more fun per dollar. 

Estimate your expected in- 
come. Then use your last year’s 
spending record as a guide in 
making readjustments. You 
may figure out your last year’s 
spending record from check 
stubs, receipts and bills. If 
you are newly marriei, draw 
upon the experience of friends. 

For example, a survey has 
shown that the average United 
States urban family with $4500 
a year to spend after taxes, 
savings and contributions will 
spend it this way: 

Food and beverage, $1390; to- 
bacco, $85; housing (with fuel,

household operation, $190; fur- 
niture and equipment, $333; 
clothing, cleaning, etc., $515; 
transportation, including auto, 
$647; medical care, $230; per- 
sonal care, $100; ‘recreation, 
$285, and miscellaneous, $55. 


The average family, incident- 
ally, consists of three or four 
persons, since the average fam- 
ily includes home owners as 
well as renters, the latter would 
spend more for housing than 
the average. 

With a spending plan and 
careful buying, ways nearly al- 
ways can be found to make 
adjustments more nearly in ac- 
cord with family aims, including 
better housing, better medical 
care, more money for educa- 
tion, and so on. For example, 
if your family is near average 
and has $4500 a year to spend, 
it could be spent this way: 

Food and beverage, $1300; 
tobacco $85; housing (with fuel, 
light and refrigeration) $755; 
household operation, $190; fur- 
niture and equipment, $225; 
clothing, cleaning, etc., $475; 
transportation, $610; medical 
care, $250; personal care, $100; 
recreation, $210; miscellaneous, 
$60, and provision for child’s 
future education, $250. 

It may be well to prepare a 
spending plan at first for cer- 
tain things, like food, clothing 
or household operation, and 
then extend it with experience. 
A plan should be drawn and 
consulted frequently to see if 
actual spending is in accord 
with it. It should be used as 
a guide, a set of rules to prac- 
tice by. 

Government experts say you 
ean take a major stride toward 
beating the high cost of living 
by planning menus and exercis- 
ing care in the purchase of food. 
This includes eliminating waste 
and taking advantage of ad- 
vertised bargains. The Agricul- 
ture Department has prepared 
suggested diets under which a 
family of four, ‘two of them

Miss Doris P. Rothwell, food 
expert of the United States 
Bureau of Labor Statistics, ex- 
plains that there are sharp ups 
and downs in the prices of a 
number of foods at different 
seasons. Here are the low price 
periods for some _ important 
foods: 


Tomatoes, August to Octobe: 
potatoes, October, with price: 
dropping in August and Sep- 
tember; green beans, July to 
September; peaches, August; 
apples, October and November: 
oranges, March: lettuce, July; 
beef, February and March; pork, 
December and January; poultry, 
fall months; lamb, usually lat- 
ter part of year; eggs, Febru- 
ary to June; fats and oils, 
February to May. 

A freezer is regarded as po- 
tentially a big money saver on 
food. But the cost of maintain- 
ing the appliance must be 
taken into account. Also, care 
must be taken to guard against 
food spoilage—the electric cur- 
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rent must not be off for any 
iength of time. 

Agriculture Department ex- 
perts do not look upon vege- 
table proteins as a complete 
substitute for meat. But they 
point out that good and ade- 
quate low-cost dishes may be 
prepared by combinations of 
meat and vegetable proteins. 
Here is a sample menu based on 
the department’s “low-cost” 
diet: 

Sunday: Breakfast, grapefruit 
juice, wheat griddliecakes and 
syrup, milk for the children: 
dinner, roast shoulder of pork 
with stuffing, sweet potatoes 
roasted in pan with meat, green 
beans, cole slaw, bread table 
fat (oleo or butter), gingerbread; 
evening meal, poached or 
scrambled ‘eggs, home - fried 
potatoes, apple and celery salad, 
biscuits, table fat, milk. 

Monday: Breakfast, orange 
juice , hot wheat cereal with 
milk, toast, table fat, milk for 
children; lunch, egg salad sand- 
wich, peanut butter and 
shredde-lettuce sandwich, gin- 
gerbread, milk; dinner, pork pie 
with potatoes, sour beets and 
green beans, bread, table fat, 
rice pudding. 

On other days these main 
dinner courses would be served: 
Tuesday, spaghetti with meat 
balls; Wednesday, lima bean- 
tomato casserole; Thursday, veal 
loaf with brown gravy; Friday, 
scalloped salmon, and Saturday, 
braised liver or kidneys.

Fix 1+ Yourself 
By Hubbard Cobb 


Cleaning Bricks, 
RICKS are pretty tough 
items and so it’s only nat- 
ural that when they become 
soiled it may take some pretty 
a methods to get them 
ean 


Bricks can often be cleaned 
simply by scrubbing with a 
stiff wire or fiber brush. If 
they are coated with soot or 
smoke, try a gritty cleaning 
compound such as mechanic’s 
hand soap. Scrub this in with 
the stiff brush and then rinse 
thoroughly. 

Another good cleaning agent 
to use on bricks, especially if 
they are splattered with bits of 
mortar or plaster, is a solution 
of muriatic acid and water. Wet 
down the bricks first and then 
add about one part acid to 10 
parts water. Scrub this with a 
stiff nm brush and then rinse 


thoroughly. 

Stubborn stains on bricks 
can often be removed by rub- 
bing with a broken brick or 
with a carborundum block. A 
carborundum block is the hard- 
est thing next to a diamond 
and it will grind off that por- 
tion of the brick that is stained. 

You may decide that it would 
be easier to cover soiled bricks 
than to try and clean them. 
This is probably correct. Re- 
move the loose dirt and then 
paint the bricks with any good 
quality masonry paint. Because 
paint will seal the pores in the 
bricks, it’s easier to clean down 
4 painted brick wall than one 
that is uncoated and unsealed.
